From the New York Albion. 

The subject of die Northeastern Bounda 
ry so fully absorbs pit lie attention, that 
we may lie pardoned for occupying a large 
portion of our paper wi*li it. W e are the 
more anxious to do so, because an opinion 
so generally prevails that nothing can be 
said in behalf of the British claim. Is is. 
indeed, affirmed and generally believed that 
England is claiming what she knows is not 
her own, and that her designs are altogeth¬ 
er dishonorable and even fraudulent; but 
idle is never dishonourable, b it is therefore 
hut fail after we have heard so much in favor 
of Maine, that something should be said on 
the other side. We shall endeavour to do 
this as briefly as possible^ and then refer 
onr readers to the Award of the King of 
the Netherlands.*.a document we may re¬ 
mark, drawn up with great clearness and 
impartiality—which wil 1 be found in the 
preceding columns. 

We must take it for granted, that all our 
readers who feel an interest in the matter 
understand the preliminary fact of the case, 
viz. that the difficulty has arisen from a 
misconception of the 2d article of the treaty 
of 1783, made at Paris, between Great 
Britain and the United States at the close 
of the revolutionary war. This article we 
inseit above, as it may be necessary to re* 
fer to it in the course of the few observa¬ 
tions we are about to make. It will be 
observed, that in tracing the boundaries it is 
declared...that the line shall commence at 
the ‘ Northwest angle of Nova Scotia, viz. 
that angle which is formed by a line drawn 
due north from the south of the St. C roix 
river to the Highlands, along the said High¬ 
lands which divide those rivers that empty 
themselves into the River St. Lawrence 
from those which fall into the Atlantic 
ocean, to the North westermost head of the 
Connecticut river,’ &c. Under the Treaty 
of Ghent a Commission was appointed to 
run this line., and to ascertain the true po¬ 
sition of those Highlands, but unfortunately 
the Banish and American commissioners 
disagreed, and the matter remains unsettled 
to this hour. The British commissioners 
asserted that the Highlands commenced at 
Mars Hill, while the Americans contended 
for a range of hills one hundred miles fur¬ 
ther to the north. These points will be 
designated upon the map now before the 
reader. 

The gist of the case lies in a nut-stall. 
It is clear that the northwest angle of Nova 
Scotia of the Treaty , must he sought for 
at those Highlands which -separate waters 
flowing into the River St. Lawrence and 
into the Atlantic Ocean. Now do the High 
lands contended for hv Maine at the .north 
of the River St, John,separate such waters? 
Certainly not. They separate waters flow¬ 
ing into the St. Lawrence, hut not into the 
Atlantic, and consequently a main requi¬ 
sition of the treaty is unprovided for. By 
a reference to the map it will be seen that 
the rivers which flow to the south of these 
Highlands are the Restigouche, which falls 
into the Bay of Chaleur; and tbe St. John 
which empties itself into the Bay of Fur.- 
dy. No river in that part of the line flows 
into the Atlantic, and therefore those that 
do exist, cannot he regarded as the true 
stream*, or those required by the treaty.— 
But, say the Maine claimants, this is imma¬ 
terial, for as the Bays of Chaleur and Fun- 
day ultimately reach the Atlantic, they 
must be considered as the Atlantic itself. 
This is geographically incorrect; the Bay 
of Fundy is tbe Bay of Fundy, and nothing 
nior«; so is the Chesapeake the Chesa 
peake. /Is well might we call the Baltic 
and the Mediterranean the Atlantic Ocean, 
hut if we did so, what schoolboy would 
not correct us ? Besides, the terms of 
such an important instrument as a treaty 
cannot he so loosely construed ; every word 
must hear its true and precise meaning and 
nothing more. 

No expounder of the law can possibly 
say that the general term ‘ Atlantic Ocean,’ 
means and comprehends every bay, inlet, 
and gulf that may ultimately reach it. If 
so where is the utility of giving such bays, 
inlets, ami gulfs distinctive names at all ! 
But the treaty itself settles this point, for 
it makes a clear and broad distinction be¬ 
tween the 4 Atlantic* and the ‘Bay of Fun¬ 
dy/ this is visible to any one who will pe¬ 
ruse the 2d article inserted above. The 
east line it says shall he drawn ‘ along the 
middle of the Saint Croix from its mouth 
in the Bay of Fundy \ and that all islands 
shall he comprehended and given to the 
United States lying within twenty leagues 
of the coast, where the aforesaid bounda¬ 
ries between Nova Scotia- on the one part, 
and East Florida on the other, shall respec - 
tively touch the Bay of Fundy AND the 
Atlantic Ocean * Now here the negotia¬ 
tors of 1783 have drawn a clear distinction 
between the Bay of Fundy and the Allan., 
tic Ocean, which is immediately fatal to 
the claim of the State of Maine, for the 
Highlands designated by her do not sepa¬ 
rate rivers falling into the St. Lawrence and 
into the Atlantic Ocean as prescribed by 
tbe treaty, but rivers emptying into the St. 
Lawrence, and into the Bay of Chaleur , 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence , and the Boy of 
Fundy. A treaty must be construed like 
au Act of Parliament or an Act of Con-

negotiators uf tbe treaty of 1783 intend e( 
to make ifie southern boundary of the pro¬ 
vince of Quebec from one part of tbe north 
west angle of Nova Scotia : but no such 
evidence appears — on tbe conn ary 
•strongest presumptions exist that it 
jparty intended to carry the line north of 
I the St. John. If it had been the intention 
|to carry the north line to the southern ex- 
Itremity of the Quebee Province, why was 
it not specified? Tbe Royal Proclama¬ 
tion above mentioned was then extant, and 
perfectly well known to Dr. hranklin, Mr 
Adams, Mr Jay, and it is inconceivable 
that they should have been silent on such 
an important point, had it been their inten¬ 
tion to carry the lino into that vicinity.] 
But say the jurists of Maine, behold the 
similarl y in the words of the 1 1 eaty and 
of the Proclamation. The latter says the i 
line shall cross the River St, Lawrence &j 
Lake Champlain in 45 degrees north lati¬ 
tude, pass along the Highlands which di¬ 
vide the livers that empty themselves into 
the St. Lawrence from those which fall in¬ 
to the sea, and along the north coast of the 
tbe Bay of Chaleur/ Here tbe single 
word sea makes an important difference, 
and clearly indicates the distinction to be 
drawn between that comprehensive mono¬ 
syllable in the Proclamation and the more 
limited ‘ Atlantic Ocean/ employed in the 
treaty. The ‘ sea’ means the ocean in gen¬ 
eral; tbe ‘ Atlantic’ the Atlantic in partic¬ 
ular...the one is comprehensive, tbe othei 
distinct and limited, and upon this point 
the auestion now mainly turns. 

A* vast number of collateral arguments 
are brought forward by tbe British which 
our limits do not allow us to quote ; we 
shall however mention a few of tbe more

We have no news of importance from 
‘the seat of war.* Although the excite 
merit which has prevailed in New Bruns* 
wick and the State of Maine, appears to 
have somewhat subsided, the supremely 
ridiculous course pursued by Governor Fair- 
field must bring Great Britain and the Uni¬ 
ted States into the field, or lo an amicable 
adjustment of this controversy, the subject 
| of which has so often been before both gov 
ernments without having been acted upon 
in a decisive manner. And as we are of 
|the opinion, tbe longer it remains in its 
present unsettled state tbe more prejudicial 
]it will become to the interests of these pro 
vineec# we are heartily glad there is a pros 
pect of its being disposed of, although we 
deprecate the idea of an irruption between 
the two powers, and sincerely hope it may 
be settled without an appeal to arms. But 
if the American Government persists in the 
adsurd claims which Maine has advanced 
to tbe disputed territory, we do not see 
how a collision is to he avoided, as Great 
Britain, most certainly, will not quietly 
and tamely permit the Amor icans to filch 
from her one inch of territoiy which the 
believes to be her own. 

The hypocritical attempts of the jPresi 
dent to prevent invasion, the debates in 
Congress* and the proceedings of the sym- 
pathisers, during the rebellions, shew con* 
elusively, that there is a strong desire on 
the part of the United States to possess 
themselves of these provinces, and if they 
can succeed in holding the disputed territo¬ 
ry, they believe they will the more easily 
fall into their hands. But when Great 
/Britain yields to the clamor of our repub¬ 
lican neighbors, and permits them to run off 
with either, she will be less powerful than 
she is at the present day. 

We learn from the Niagara (U. C.) 
Chronicle, of the I4th instant, that, a dwell¬ 
ing house occupied by David Williams, at 
Short Hills, was burnt down on tlnrflth in¬ 
stant. Tbe fire broke out about 4 
o’clock, P % M. on the outside of an outside 
cellar door. The Chronicle pronounces it 
to be one of those diabolical acts of incen¬ 
diarism which have been so frequently per¬ 
petrated on our own frontier.

Mr. Williams, who 
was working the farm on shares, has lost 
nearly his all; be had 70 bushels of wheat, 
60 of barley, 23 of oats, 15 of potatoes, 7 
ot peas, 2 bbls. of pork, I bbl. of flour, and 
700 lbs. of bacon, in addition to 150 dol¬ 
lars worth of clothing, household furniture 
&c. destroyed. On the 14th instant, wo 
clue of the scoundrel or scoundrels had 
been obtained.

An Ordinance for establishing regulations 
respecting Aliens coming into this Pro> 
vinee or residing therein. 

IV. And be it further Ordained and En¬ 
acted by the authority aforesaid, that every 
Alien, who, from b after the day on which' 
this Ordinance shall come into force and 
effect, shall come into this province, by land 
or by inland communication or navigation, 
shall, immediately after such arrival declare, 
in writing, to the nearest Justice of the 
Peace, his or her name, rank, occupation, 
or description, or if a domestic servant, 
ihen, also, the name, rank, occupation, or 
description of bis or her master or mistress, 
or shall verbally make to such Justice such 
declaration, to be by him reduced to vvri 
ting; and shall also, in like manner, declare 
the country or countries, place or places, 
where he or she shall have principally re- 

[sided for six calendar months, next imme- 
i diately preceding such arrival. 

V. And be it further Ordained and En 
acted by the authority aforesaid, that all 
persons, not being natural born subjects of 
her Majesty, nor denizens, nor persons nat- 

I malized by Act of Parliament, or by or 
1 under the provisions of any Act of the Le 
! gislature of this province, or of any Ordin

XV III. And be it further Ordained and

Claims on Mexico— The public has 
been long since advised that in September 
last a convention was made between the 
governments of the United States and 
Mexico, for the adjustment of the matters 
in controversy, with an ultimate resort, it 
necessary, to umpirage by the King of Prus¬ 
sia, or by an arbiter of his appointing. Of 
late a question has been raised touching the 
jtralificatioti of this convention by Mexico ; 
some papers affirming very positively that 
j it had been ratified, and others, quite as 
posiiively, that it had not. 

On Saturday last a report was made to 
the House of Representatives, by Mr. How* 
ard, chairman of the foreign committee, 
which settles the question. Mexico has 
not ratified the convention, although the 
time limited for that act was the 10th of 
February; nor has any satisfactory reason

It has turned the tide of immi¬ 
gration from our shores—transferred the 
oveiflowings of British capital in other chan¬ 
nels...impaired public credit—depreciated 
the value of every description of proper¬ 
ty—and in a word has been the prolific 
8 oui ce of almost all our public calamities. 

Recent events, however, have clearly de¬ 
monstrated, that the fidelity of the mass of 
the people of this Province is not to be 
shaken by the severest trials. Experience 
has also proved that under all circumstan¬ 
ces you may confidently rely on the fosters 
ing care of the British Empire; and I 
have been directed by Her Majesty to con 
vey to you the most positive assurances 
of Her continued protection am! support. 

At the same time, I do not wish to in¬ 
spire you with a belief, which I am very 
far from entertaining, that the dangers with 
which we have been threatened are at an 
end. The hopes of our enemies have cer 
tainly been greatly humbled, and their 
schemes disconcerted, by the falure of their 
repeated attempts to seduce the Queen’s 
Subjects from their allegiance, and thus to 
overrun the country ; hut all the motives 
in which these attempts originated...tire 
love of plunder...an avidity to seize our fer¬ 
tile lands, and an impatient desire to ex¬ 
tend republican institution, continue to op¬ 
erate with unabated forces, while unhappily 
new and deeper passions have since been 
stjperadded. That men agitated by sue!) 
feelings will remain quiet, longer than they 
are constrained by fear, is not to be expec¬ 
ted ; and whilst I most sincerely desire 
conciliation, and conjure you to promote 
it by every honorable means, I do not hes¬ 
itate to assertion the sure ground of expo* 
rience, that upon our own ability to repel 
and punish hostile aggression, we must 
henceforth chiefly depend. Among the 
considerations arising from this impression, 

I deem it advisable to invite your early and 
most serious attention to such amendments 
in our Militia Laws, as shall place this force 
upon the best possible footing...eflficient, 
hut not bunhensome, either to the Gov¬ 
ernment, or to the People. 

One of my principal and most arduous 
duties, has been the disposal of the numer¬ 
ous criminals who have fallen into the hands 
of Justice. .. With respect to such of the 
Queen’s Subjects as were concerned in the 
civil commotions during last winter, Her 
Majesty’s Government have uniformly de¬ 
sired a merciful administration of the Law. 
In the punishment of the invaders of the 
Province, I have acted upon the same prin¬ 
ciple and have anxiously endeavoured to 
confine capital punishment within the' narv 
rowest limits, which a due regard to the 
public welfare and security would admit. 
But the reiteration of unprovoked injuries, 
called for increased firmness in the admin¬ 
istration of Justice, and forced upon me the 
painful necessity of making some severe 
Examples. 

The case of Her Majesty’s Subjects who 
have suflfeied in their persons or property, 
claim your early attention. The wanton 
destruction of the Steamboat Sir Robert 
Peel —the pillage of the farms on Pointe 
au Pele Island, and the River St. Clair... 
the robberies at the Short Hills...the dam¬ 
age done at Prescott and Sandwich, with 
the burning of the Thames Steamer, form 
together an aggregate of extensive loss, most 
6eiiou9 to the sufferers, and have occasioned 
earnest application for relief. 

It gives me the greatest pleasure to in¬ 
form you, that Her Majesty has been most 
graciously pleased to extend to the woun¬ 
ded Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers 
and Men, of the Provincial Militia, in arms 
since the insurrection last winter, the same 
liberal provision as is granted to Her Ma¬ 
jesty Regular Land and Naval Forces ; and 
to make a similar beneficent provision for 
the Widows of those Officers in the Pro¬ 
vincial Corps, who may have fallen in ac¬ 
tion.

Second only in importance to tie subject

I therefore strongly recommend to 
you a careful revision of the enactments ref¬ 
lating to the Common Schools; and the 
early adoption of some plan calculated to 
secure the assistance of properly qualified 
teachers. 

Gentlemen of the House of Assembly: 

I am commanded by Her Majesty’s Gov¬ 
ernment, aga/n to bring under your consid¬ 
eration the surrender, to your disposal, of 
die Casual and Territorial Revenues of the 
Crown; and I shall take an early opportu¬ 
nity to submit to you the conditions annex¬ 
ed to this offer, in the confident expecta¬ 
tion, that the liberal intentions of Her Most 
Gracious Majesty will be duly appreciated 
by you, and that a satisfactory arrangement 
of this important subject will speedily be 
accomplished. 

With much regret I inform you, that in 
addition to the large sums disbursed by 
Her Majesty’s Government, in the protec¬ 
tion and defence of this Colony, the late 
events have also burdened the Provincial 
Revinue with a very considerable extraor¬ 
dinary expenditure, not contemplated or 
provided for by the Legislature. 

Ihe capture, detention, trial and pun¬ 
ishment, of State Criminals, have been a 
principal source of this extraordinary out¬ 
lay ; and you will find, from the accounts 
which will be presented to you, that the 
sum ycu appropriated in the last Session 
to these purposes, has been greatly excee* 
ded. 

Ihe expense of transporting convicts to 
Quebec and England, on (he way to their 
ultimate destination, forms also a heavy 
item in the charge attending the adminis¬ 
tration of Justice; and I fear it must he 
further swelled, to a large extent, in coif- 
sequence of there being a number of con¬ 
victs under sentence of death, to whom the 
only relaxation of capital punishment, com ¬ 
patible with the safety of the Province, 
-seems to be transportation to a penal col 1 
ony. 

I have likewise been obliged to expend 
considerable 6ums in procuring accurate in¬ 
formation of the designs of the conspirators 
in the adjacent States, as well as of their 
confederates within the Province : and in 
supporting a frequent and rapid com muni 
cation with Her Majesty’s Government at 
home, and Her Minister at Washington. 

In the confidence of your sanction being 
most readily given to these necessary dis¬ 
bursements, I have assumed the lesponsi- 
bility of advancing from the Crown Reven¬ 
ue, the amount of the most pressing de¬ 
mands under these heads of Service ; and 
a statement of those advances, together with 
the Public Accounts and Estimates, shall 
immediately be laid before you. 

I have applied myself most sedulously 


cash payments by the chartered banks, 
am inducej to hope that no difficulty will 
present it/ejf to the early accomplishment 
of this essential object. 

Honourable Gentlemen and Gentlemen, 
Ihe several Addresses to her Majesty 
from the two Houses of Parliament, during 
(the late Session, having been laid at the 
foot of the 1 krone, by her Majesty’s Prin 
cipal Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
were vety graciously received; and 1 shall, 
without loss of time, transmit to you the 
answers which have respectively been re* 
turned to them. 

I have, to a limited extent, exercised the 
power vested in me by the suspension of 
the habeas corpus Act. In doing so, I have 
proceeded with the greatest caution, and 
with a sincere desire, that.no restraint might 
be imposed to personal liberty, which the 
public safety did not imperatively demand 
I lie progress which this beautiful couns 
try seems destined to make in population 
(and wealth, has been materially obstructed 
by the difficulties and dangers with which 
it has, for some time past, been surrounded. 
By the goodness of au over-ruling Prov 
jden.ee those dangers have, however, in a 
great degree, been averted ; and I humbly 
hope that the same Almighty arm, which 
ha s hitherto protected us, will soon place 
j Upper Canada in such a state of tranatnl 
lity and security, as will permit 
developement of her vast natural resources 
lo accelerate the arrival of that period,
